suburban lots w ith in a few m in utes of 
th e 
J un c tio n ,’ has its e n te rta in in g and in structiv e 
features as well as th e m elancholy and absurd 
ones. 
I t is e n te rta in in g , because, from 
the 
p o in t of v iew of th e d isin tere sted observ er, it 
looks absurd to ra ttle around ov er m iles of rus ­ 
tic roads in th e search for tow n lots. 
I t is in ­ 
struc tiv e because it dev elop es extrao rd in ary col­ 
loquial p ow ers in th e agents and thereby m akes 
th em d iv ertin g aud am using m em bers of so ­ 
ciety. 
T hey are obliged to talk p re tty stead ily 
and in terestin g ly, you m ay be sure, w hile 
en 
route to th e ir ad d itio n s w ith a stranger. 
It is 
insp iring, because lo» ,s sell readily in sp ite of 
th e so ul-tryin g highw ays. 
F a ith in 
K ansas 
C ity’s future surm o un ts ev en th e bum p s and 
d isto rtio n s of our suburban roads and m en 
eagerly buy land because, by sheer force of rea­ 
soning, they com e to believ e th a t it is bound to 
increase; in v alue by reason of th e p roxim ity 
to th e m etrop olis of th e Southw est. 
T heir re a ­ 
soning, I believ e, is sound and logical and I a d ­ 
m ire th e buyer’s fo resig h t as well as th e ag e n t’s 
cap able tongue. 
B ut w hen I reflect up on w hat

burban real estate, to enhance th e v alue of th e

The c o n stitutio n lim its th e ta xatio n for 
county p urp ose to 35 cents on each $100 ot ta x­ 
able v aluation. 
I believ e wTe are already taxing 
up to th a t lim it and only one-sev enth of th e 
am ount th us raised is for road p urp oses.

U nder th a t law, w hich w as adop ted 
in 18 8 1, a debt can be created for road p urp oses, 
com m issioners m ay be ap p ointed and roads 
w ith in such d istric t be p rov ided an d m ain ­ 
tain ed sep arately, in stead of being bunched 
w ith all th e roads in th e couutry.

In bo th system s the co rpse 
burns directly; no flame is to be seen singeing 
the bo dy, but it burns itself by the abundance 
o f ho t o xygen which surro unds it. 
B o urry 
uses carbo hic acid gas, preparo d in a co ke re­ 
generato r fo r heating tho crem ato rium . 
D ur­ 
ing the pro cess o f crem atio n he uses m ainly 
chim ney gases fo r heating the air befo re it 
to uches the co rpse, which allo ws a mo re eco m- 
o mical use o f the heat. 
It is o f great advantage 
that the chimney needs be thirty-five feet high 
fro m the base o f the cellar, so that it is fully 
co vered up by the buiding. 
The ashes fall, 
w itho ut being to uched, by an almo st auto m at­ 
ical wo rking apparatus into the urn. 
The dis­ 
so lutio n o f the bo dy do es no t take place in the 
dark, unseen and unco ntro lled, but the who le 
actio n is clear and o pen, 
B o urry and Veniui 
place the crem ato rium , which has the shape o f 
a sarco phagus, and w hich can be appro ached 
fro m all sides, in thelm idst o f the hall in which 
the service is to take place. 
There is a little 
windo w o n the back o f the sarco phagus thro ugh 
which o ne can see to pro cess o f crem atio n, 
which is co mpleted within o ne to o ne and o ne- 
half ho urs, w itho ut smell o r smo ke. 
The p ro ­ 
cess is so lemn and beautiful, and avo ids every 
unaisthetic m anipulatio n.

Under its hideous spell—it once was idly sup­ 
posed—men, originally lov ing and noble, could 
be turned into maniacs, braining their wiv es, 
trampling under foot their children, and leap­ 
ing out of windows to escape the snakes and 
dev ils thev felt were after them.

say s Prophet Marston. 
Alcohol is as bland and 
mild in its essential nature as milk, if y ou only 
believ e it to be so. 
Alcohol is simply ono of 
the chronic v ictims of slander, just as some of 
earth’s most blessed saints hav e been.

hav e believ ed it 
to be 
inflammatory 
and maddening, while, in reality , what they 
were getting drunk on was merely their own in­ 
flammatory and maddening beliefs about it 
If 
milk had been misconstrued and defamed in the

A Little Chat About Slang Phrases Ancient 
and Modern. 
Fro m the Bo sto n Herald. 
“ There isn’t much beauty fn slang,” said the 
casual contributor to the night editor, “ but it’a 
mighty ex pressiv e sometimes. I don't suppose 
one person in a dozen cares any thing about the 
origin or deriv ation of the phrases in common 
use—if they did, perhaps, we could find them 
out more readily . I hav e taken some interest 
iu this direction but I hav en't learned much. 
Thero's no authority on the deriv ation of mod ­ 
ern slang, although there are plenty of news­ 
paper men who hav e theories and surmises 
Not a v ery elev ating research? Well, no, not at 
present, but a century or so from now, if y ou'ro 
there, y ou'll find antiquarians try ing to ascer­ 
tain why nineteenth century y oung men—and 
some women, too, for that matter—say ‘rats’ 
when they want to ex press—well, I don’t know 
my self ex actly how to ex press it. 
That term 
‘rats,’ as at present slangily used, seems to mo 
to be about as insane as any thing I ev er heard— 
perhaps that’s what makes it popular. Nobody 
can tell y ou just what it means. 
What about 
‘chestnuts’? Well, there are so many theories 
about the origin of that term as applied to an 
old joke that the subject 
has come to be, of 
itself a most unmitigated chestnut 
To my j 
mind, the best ex planation is that it arose at a 1 
time when certain performances at the Chestnut j 
Street Theatre in Philadelphia were notorious 
fbr unfresh witticisms. Most 
people think 
the term, 
in 
its 
present 
application, 
is of comparativ ely recent origin, but it isn’t. 
I heard it for the first time in 18 7 2—the time 
is fix ed in my mind because I remember the 
circumstances under which it was used—and it 
wasn't new then. Of course we can't easily ac­ 
count for ‘whiskers’ upon a joke, or a story 
old enough to be shav ed; rather silly , by the 
way , and only a form of the old-time ‘bald 
headed.’ But what the significance of the wind 
blowing through them is I hav e uov er been able 
to learn. 
“So me slang phrases, after lo ng emplo yment, 
have co me so much inu> co mmo n use that 
they are no t regarded as slang any mo re. 
Take 
fo r instance, that phrase, ‘played o ut’ 
Every­ 
bo dy uses it, no t elegantly, ft is true, but as*a 
co llo quialism. 
It isn't so many years since it j 
was practically tabo o ed in o rdinary so ciety. 
A i 
friend o f mine, who has been abro ad, says the | 
Germans—o r, m o re exactly the Prussians— ¡ 
have a mo re elegant slang phrase that expresses \ 
tho same idea. 
When they wish to co nvey the 
idea that a thing has o utlived its utility they j 
say it is ‘a standpo int o verco me.’ 
My friend i 
tried to bring tho phrase into use by em plo ying ! 
it, in his co nversatio n, but it didn’t •catch o n. j 
There, by the way, is ano ther slang phrase—1 | 
suppo se it o wes its o rigin to railro ading. 
It is 
o nly ano ther fo rm o f ‘keeping up with the pro ­ 
cessio n', which is to o lo ng fo r general use. 
“The railro ad, by the way, is a great distribu­ 
ter o f slang. 
Lo t a railro ad man get ho ld o f a ! 
go o d o r new thing and it travels to the next j 
statio n as rapidly as steam can carry it and is j 
thro wn o ff alo ng with the mail and tho baggage, j 
Instance: 
Yo u remember that so me years ago 
that very vague, meaningless and alto gether in- j 
co m prehend ble sentence ‘o r any o ther m an’ | 
was iu everybo dy’s mo uth.

co untry gro ceries after cho res are do ne. So me­ 
bo dy co mplained abo ut a lxar’1 o ’ flo ur that he 
had sent to Co nco rd fo r and that did no t pro ve 
acco rding to sample, and the circum stances o f 
tho alleged deceptio n impelled him to exclaim: 
‘If anybo dy did that thing to me, I’d send him 
back that bar'l o ’ flo ur abo ut the quickest o r 
any o ther man.’ 
There was no thing in the re­ 
mark that was no ticeable excepting a very co m­ 
mo n {then and no w) erro r o f co nstructio n, but 
S anís m anner accentuated it into hum o r, and 
raised a general laugh. 
The phrase was co m­ 
mo nly used fo r a day o r two , when the railro ad 
bo ys go t ho ld o f it and dro pped it alo ng the 
ro ad. 
It go t upo n the m instrel stage and came 
into general use until it died a natural death. 
“D uring and fo llo wing tho war o f the re­ 
bellio n, the term ‘bullv’ was slangily used to 
express anything that was go o d (parentheti­ 
cally, o n this basis the Dartmo uth Co llege 
bo ys invented a dertviatio n fo r ‘restaurant’— 
res, a thing, and taurus, a bull: o rgo , a bully 
thing.) 
No w mo st peo plo think that term 
‘bully’—as used iu the sense o f a do minating 
adjective to express superio rity-—had its o ri­ 
gin so mewhere o r so meho w in tho army. 
But 
it faadu't. 
When I was a small bo y, nearly a 
sco re o f veara befo re Fo rt Sumter was fired up ­ 
o n, the phrase was in co mmo n use. 
It dro pped 
cut tem po rarily, until the exigencies o f arm y 
life revived it. 
Shakespeare uses it as a Byn- 
o nvm fo r go o d fello wship. 
“When I was a bo y the injunctio n to ‘keep 
co o l' was in general use. 
It meant, o f co urse, 
do n’t wo rk yo urself into the heat* o f passio n. 
We have changed it no wadays to ‘keep yo ur 
shirt o n’—less elegant but mo ro in acco rd with 
the sentim ent o f the times and meaning the 
same. 
So o ne m ight go o n no ting the changes j 
in phrases that mean the same thing. 
The I 
ancients used to characterize a self-asserting, j 
im pudent fello w as o ne having a go o d deal o f ¡ 
‘neck’—later generatio ns have changed the term 
to ‘cheek,’ but that phrase has fallen largely in­ 
to disuse no w, and we use the wo rd ‘gall’—it in­ 
tensifies the o riginal. 
Wo very seldo m hear the 
term ‘green’ applied to unso phisticated perso ns, 
tho ugh it used to bo very co mmo n. 
In past 
years o ne unused to the wavs o f the wo rld was a 
‘green-ho rn.’ 
Tho term had its o rigin in the 
vOung steer, who se ho rns were gro wing and 
who was unaccusto med to the plo ugh. 
We no w' 
s a y ‘fresh’ to signify tho same thine, but o ven 
this term is ancient”

Fro m the No rth American Rev iew. 
So me o f the best and purest o f o ur race have 
advo cated what is kno wn as so cialism. 
They 
have no t o nly taught, but, what is mo re to the 
purpo se, have believed that a natio n sho uld 
I bo 
a fam ily: that the go vernment sho uld tako care 
o f all its children; that it sho uld pro vide wo rk 
aud fo o d and clo thes and educatio n fo r all, and 
that it sho uld divide the results o f all labo r 
equitably with all. 
Seeing the inequalities amo ng men, kno wing 
o t the destitutio n and crime, these mo n were 
willing to sacrifice no t o nly their o wn liberties 
but the liberties o f all. 
So cialism seems to be o ne o f the w o rst po ssi­ 
ble fo rm s o f slavery, 
No thing in my judgm ent 
wo uld so utterly paralyze all the fo rces, all the 
splendid am bitio ns and aspiratio ns that no w 
tend to the civilizatio n o f man. 
In o rdinary 
systems o f slavery there are so me m asters, a 
tew are suppo sed to be free; but in a so cialistic 
state all wo uld be slaves. 
If the go vernment is to pro vide wo rk it m ust 
decide fo r the wo rker what he m ust do . 
It 
m ust say who shall chisel statues, who shall 
paint pictures, who shall co mpo se music, and 
who shall practice the pro fessio ns, 
la any go v­ 
ernm ent, o r can any go vernment, be capable o f 
intelligently perfo rm ing these co untless duties? 
It m ust no t o nly co ntro l wo rk, it m ust no t o nly 
decide what each shall do , but it m ust co ntro l 
expenses, because expenses bear a direct rela­ 
tio n to pro ducts. 
Therefo re, the go vernm ent 
m ust decide what tho w o rker shall eat, and 
wherewithal! he shall be clo thed; the kind o f 
ho use in which he shall live; tho m anner in 
which it shall be furnished, and, if this go vern­ 
ment furnishes the wo rk, it m ust decide o n the 
days o r ho urs o f leisure. 
Mo re than this, it 
must fix values, it m ust decide no t o nly who 
shall sell, but who shall buy, aud the price that 
must be paid—and it m ust fix this value no t 
simply upo n the labo r, but upo n everything 
that can be pro duced, that can be exchanged o r 
so ld. 
Is it po ssible to co nceive o f a despo tism be-> 
yo nd this? The present co nditio n o r the wo rld 
is bad eno ugh, with its po verty and igno rance, 
hut it is far better than it co uni by any po ssi­ 
bility be under any go vernment like the o ne de­ 
scribed. 
T here wo uld be lees hunger o f the 
bo dy, but no t o f the mind. 
Each man wo uld 
simply be a citizen o f a large penitentiary, and, 
as in every well regulated priso n, so mebo dy 
wo uld decide what each sho uld do . 
The in­ 
mates o f a priso n retire early: they rise with 
the sun; they have so mething to eat; they are 
no t dissipated; they have clo thes; they attend 
divine service; they have but little to say abo ut 
their neighbo rs; thev do no t suffer fro m co ld; 
their habits are excellent; and yet no o ne envies 
their co nditio n. 
So cialism destro ys tlie family. 
The children belo ngs to the state. 
Certain o f­ 
ficers take the place o f parents. 
Individuality 
is lo st. 
I he hum an race canno t affo rd to exchange 
its liberty fo r any po ssible co m fo rt 
Yo u re­

Bixby o f New Yo rk 
was the o nly pro m inent m anufacturer o f sho e 
blacking when I went into business, and sup­ 
plied all tho demand fo r the article, which was 
no t very great.

There has been as much pro gress in the m anu­ 
facture o f sho e blacking as in anything else. The 
early article was no thing mo re than a co mpo und 
o f o il, black lead and lampblack, but no w a 
large num ber o t ingredients enter into its co m­ 
po sitio n, and much mo re care and expense is 
invo lved in its pro ductio n. We emplo y o ver 
500 men and wo men m o ur facto ry and turn o ut 
an annual pro duct o f three millio n bo xes o f 
blacking. This 
m ay 
seem a large amo unt, 
still it is o nly o ne-eighth o f the 
annual 
pro ductio n. Over twenty-five millio n bo xes o f 
blacking are so ld every year, no t to take into 
acco unt the French liquid blacking which is put 
up in bo ttles. 
“Befo re the

fruits and m eats 
became so universal, thrceq uarterso f the tin 
impo rted and m anufactured in this co untry was 
used by the firm m aking sho e blacking. The

there are 27,000 bo o t-blacks, and the co n­ 
sum ptio n o f blacking by them is so mething 
eno rmo us. 
The liquid sho e po lishes fo r ladies’ 
sho es co ntain acids and alkalies, and are no t

Bixby 
spends o ver $75,000 every year in advertising, 
and he co uldn’t affo rd to do this if he didn’t 
m a ke mo ney. When I went into the business 
in 1849 mv capital was less than $200, and no w 
I can mo destly estim ate my plant at $250,000."

Sev eral pu blishers 
hav e profited by H aggard’s repu tation by pu b­

When I said th a t ‘She’ had 
had the largest sale s inc e ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’ 
I shou ld hav e ex cepted ‘Ben H u r.’ General 
Wallace’s great nov el is still being printed and 
calls are made for it alm ost ev ery day . There 
is no longer a dem and for Hu gh Conway ’s once 
popu lar books, and his ‘Called Back’ and ‘Dark 
Day s’ hav e su nk into obliv ion. Su ch lierht w rit­ 
ers as B ertha Clay , E. P. Roe and Mrs. A. T. 
W ister continu ally su pply the m arket w ith their 
pecu liar sty le of literatu re and it has a ready 
sale. 
“There is a wrong idea prev ailing abou t the 
am ou nt of light, trashv books th at are read. 
While ‘Ou dia’ and T h e O u tshers’ series alway s 
hav e a sale, it is com parativ ely small. 
I t seems 
as if the pu blic mind is becoming elev ated to a 
certain ex tent at least, and people who some 
y ears ago read this French trash now content 
them selv es w ith harm less American literatu re. 
The boy s will alway s read the y ellow backs, and 
nickel paper, bu t they are only fascinated u ntil 
a certain age, w dienitis u su ally discarded for 
history or books equ ally heav y . 
Frobably the 
m ost popu lar w riter among the y ou ng folks is 
Miss Alcott and ‘L ittle W omen,’ and’L ittle Men’ 
are read w ith the same interest th a t they were 
by the y ou ths y ears ago.

book arriv es.

in demand,

ency clopedias 
and 
WTebster’s 
dictionary being the m ost im portant line we 
carry . Religiou s books are, I am sorry to say . 
not the best selling printed m atter we carry al­ 
thou gh the Bible is a fav orite pu rchase for pres­ 
ents. The magazines are selling well, especi­ 
ally the Cen tu m,Ha rp er's 
and the No rth A m er­ 
ica n Iteview. People nev er tire of wit, and the 
sale of the fu nny weekly sheets is som ething 
sta rtling .”

“A lthou gh I am English my self, y ou 
will find the av erage Englishwom an su rrou nded 
by a sort of strait-jacket, hem m ed in by con­ 
v entionalities 
and su rv eillance. 
She is not 
tru sted like the American wiv es ami dau ghters. 
Yes, this confidence may sometimes be carried 
too far, bu t in the long ru n, it makes a moro 
self-reliant set of women.
